Urgent care centre 'should

THIEVES who stole a purse from 
an 87-year-old woman while she 
was shopping in an Oswestry su¬ 
permarket have been branded as 
“scum” by the town’s mayor. 

The vulnerable victim was shop¬ 
ping in Aldi on Oswald Road when 
two men approached her. 

CCTV images show one man chatting 
to the victim while looking for items on a 
shelf, while another searched in her bag for 
around 10 seconds, before walking off. 

West Mercia Police are investigating the 
incident which happened at about 10.25am 
on Tuesday last week, however no one 
has been arrested in connection with the 
incident. The distraction theft was caught 
on the store’s CCTV and it made national 
headlines after the footage was released by 
the police. The callous theft prompted a 
JustGiving page to be set up and more than 
£4,000 has now been raised for the victim. 

Condemned 

Oswestry Mayor Vince Hunt condemned 
the act in strong terms. He said: “It is a 
disgusting act, I think it is terrible. It is not 
nice to happen to anyone, a theft like this. 
You have to be despicable and scum to pick 
on an old and vulnerable person like this.” 

The hunt for the suspects continues and 
police believe the men are eastern Euro¬ 
pean and in their 40s. 

One man is said to have short hair and 
was wearing a bluejacket, while the other 
was bald with glasses, stocky and wearing a 
black jacket. John Gareth Jones, chairman 
of the Oswestry Senior Citizens Club, de¬ 
scribed the theft as a “callous act”. 

Mr Jones, a former mayor of Oswestry, 
said: “It must have been a very traumatic 
time for the lady, it was a callous act by 
these men. I just hope that this incident 
doesn’t make elderly people more house¬ 
bound than they already are. They need 
reassurance, whether that is from the po¬ 
lice, that it is safe to go out and lead inde¬ 
pendent lives and carry out their every day 
activities.” 

Oswestry resident Amanda Williams set 
up a JustGiving page to raise £200 for the 
victim and that figure is now more than 
£4,000. Mr Jones said: “The people are so 
generous to raise this amount of money. 

“I hope it will help to comfort the woman 
in this difficult time.” 

Cllr Hunt added: “All I can say is what 
has happened since with the fundraising 
shows how the community of Oswestry can 
come together.” 


VOTERS have overwhelmingly called for an ur¬ 
gent care centre to remain in Shrewsbury. 

Residents of Welshpool went to the polls for a 
referendum on the future of health services in 
the region. 

Just 13.6 per cent of the town’s population 
turned out to vote on where they want to see 
the 24-hour urgent care centre and emergency 
care units. 

Of the 668 who turned out, 77 per cent were in 
favour of option one, having both remaining at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, with a 24-hour 
urgent care and planned care units at the Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford. 

A vote by pupils at Welshpool High School pro¬ 


duced a similar result with 620 pupils voting and 
80 per cent in favour of option one. 

The process of re-organising services in Shrop¬ 
shire hospitals is run by the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme and began more than three years ago. 

A planned public consultation is recommend¬ 
ing the creation of a main emergency centre in 
Shrewsbury, with Telford becoming the centre 
for planned care. 

Welshpool Town Council will now take for¬ 
ward the public’s decision to the consultation 
and Powys County Councillor Phil Pritchard 
said the referendum was positive. 

It cost around £1,000, and the funds came 
from money that was put aside for seats in May’s 


stay in town' 

election that turned out to be uncontested. 
Councillor Pritchard said: “I thought it was a 
good turnout and the people who came out were 
positive on what they wanted and it gives us a 
steer now. 

“It is all very well the council saying what they 
want, but we represent the residents and they 
have now said what they want.” 

Despite believing the referendum was positive, 
Councillor Pritchard believes healthcare issues 
in Powys stretch to more than the Shropshire 
hospital services. He added: “I believe there are 
things much bigger than this. I’ve said it before, 
we need a new hospital in Mid Wales, in Welsh¬ 
pool or Newtown.”

Talks are held over 
plans for summer 
balloon carnival 

A BALLOON festival could be staged in 
Oswestry town centre next summer. 

The town council is having talks with 
ballooning expert Per Lindstrand and 
Cloud 9 Balloons about holding the inau¬ 
gural Oswestry Balloon Carnival on the 
August Bank Holiday weekend. 

The award-winning Cae Glas Park 
would be used as the main venue for the 
event with demonstrations and flights of 
about 30 balloons over the weekend. 

To tie in with the attraction there 
would also be other events in the town 
centre, including a continental market, 
music and fairground rides. Admission to 
the park would be free. 

Nightingale House Hospice, which 
cares for people in North Wales and the 
north of Shropshire, is interested in get¬ 
ting involved in the event. 

Town Clerk David Preston said that the 
idea was only in the planning stage and 
had not yet been finalised. 

He said: “The aim of the event would 
be to promote the town, to attract visi¬ 
tors, to profile Oswestry and its balloon¬ 
ing history, and to act as a significant 
fundraiser for a charity.” 

Mr Preston added: “As arrangements 
are finalised, more publicity will be pro¬ 
vided.”

Survey flags up 
traders’ worries 

A SURVEY has found the majority of 
businesses feel trade has declined in 
Oswestry in the last five years. 

A total of 160 firms took part in the 
business survey. The survey found 64 per 
cent of respondents believed Oswestry 
had become a worse place for their busi¬ 
ness over the past five years. Ten per cent 
believed Oswestry was a better place for 
trade. The survey was carried out by the 
Oswestry Business Improvement District 
group.

MPs must behave in the 
right way, says Paterson

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson has said it is incumbent 
on Members of Parliament to be¬ 
have properly after the latest rev¬ 
elations from Westminster. 

The International Trade Minister, 
Mark Gamier is facing an investiga¬ 
tion into whether he broke ministerial 
rules after he admitted asking his sec¬ 
retary to buy sex toys. 

The MP for Wyre Forest Mr Gamier 
says his actions, which also included call¬ 
ing former secretary Caroline Edmondson 
by an inappropriate nickname, could look 
like “dinosaur behaviour” in the current 
climate. 

But he says those actions did not consti¬ 
tute harassment. 

Mr Paterson, a former Conservative op¬ 
position whip, said that if there was any al¬ 
legation of a legal offence the Whips’ Office 
should take it further. 

Speaking to Niall Paterson on Sky News 
he said the action taken by the Whips’ Of¬ 
fice depended on the severity of the offence 
or the activity. He said: “In some cases, 
some of these recently reported activities, 
are obviously totally inappropriate but the 
individuals concerned have apologised. 

“But there might be, for all I know, of¬ 
fences which are more serious in which 
case perhaps the Whips’ Office should take 
it further. 

“It is obviously incumbent on Members 
of Parliament to behave properly but, as I 
said, there are certain areas where I think 
an admission of guilt and a full public apol¬ 
ogy is right, but if the whips are privy to 
much more serious allegations where an 
actual legal offence might have been called, 
perhaps they then have to take it further.” 

The latest accusation to come out of 
the House of Commons coincides with the 
Prime Minister expected to write to Com¬ 
mons Speaker John Bercow, calling for a 
new contractually-binding grievance pro¬ 
cedure to be set up for all MPs and their 
staff. Theresa May will ask the Speaker for 
advice on how the culture at Westminster 
can be changed. 


A TOWN’S first cycle cafe is set to open, 
less than a year after a long-running cycle 
store shut down. 

Stuart Barkley Cycles sold bikes and cy¬ 
cling equipment to people in Oswestry and 
the surrounding area for decades before the 
Salop Road shop was closed down earlier 
this year. 

However, cyclists will not have to wait 
long for another shop to fill the void, with 
Mule cycling shop and cafe opening this 
weekend on the site of the old store. 


James Davies, who previously ran a shop 
selling skate equipment, is venturing into 
cycling, but it won’t be just any old cycle 
shop. 

James is opening the shop as a cycle cafe 
to give Oswestry something a little differ¬ 
ent. 

He explained: “We are looking to go a dif¬ 
ferent way with it, and there is a gap in the 
market in Oswestry.” 

James said: “Cycle cafes, which are also 
known as cafe racers, are on popular cycle 


routes where cyclists can stop off, have a 
coffee and a cake to refuel before they take 
off again. 

“Around here there are some amazing 
cycle routes, so hopefully the new shop will 
prove popular. 

“Rather than just having normal retail, 
this is a different approach.” 

Work is well under way ahead of the shop 
opening on Saturday and James is hoping 
to carry on the reputation that the former 
cycle shop built up over the years.

A FORMER church and carpet ware¬ 
house could be turned into a cinema. 

Plans have been put forward for a 
change of use of The Citadel in King 
Street, Oswestry, to make way for a 
single screen, 112-seat cinema. 

Formerly J & I Carpet Warehouse, 
local Anthony Harris of AJH Cinema 
Ltd has applied to operate the new 
business from the building, which has 
been vacant for some time. He is the 
son of Trevor Harris, who previously 
ran the town’s Regal Cinema. The 
plans say it will involve a “significant 
investment” into the building and en¬ 
hance the entertainment offerings in 
Oswestry. 

A planning, design and access state¬ 
ment, submitted with the planning 
application says: “The provision of a 
new cinema in Oswestry has been a 
matter of public interest for some con¬ 
siderable time, and it is anticipated 
there will be strong public support 
for the proposal. Although provision 
was proposed within the Oswestry 
Smithfield mixed-use supermarket 
development, this development has 
not materialised. The proposal is to 
show new films on release, with two 
evening screenings at 6pm and 8pm, 
Monday to Sunday. “

Using A5 is 'nightmare' 
for farming industry

A LEADING figure in the agricul¬ 
tural industry says farmers face 
a “nightmare” when they use the 
A5 near Oswestry. 

Malcolm Roberts, who farms near 
Oswestry and is the West Midlands chair¬ 
man of the National Farmers Union, has 
praised the Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Shropshire Star for highlighting the prob¬ 
lems of the A5 trunk road. 

“When you are driving an agricultural 
vehicle you don’t have the acceleration of 
the rest of the traffic,” Mr Roberts said. 

“Drivers can be sitting at the Shotatton 
crossroads for ages, simply because of the 
speed of the traffic. 

He said he was also concerned about the 
“improvements” made recently to the Mile 
End Roundabout on the edge of Oswestry. 

He said: “What they have done is made 
the speed of drivers going around the island 
faster. Again for slow moving agricultural 
traffic this can be a nightmare.” 

The Star’s Dual It campaign is calling on 
transport minister, John Hayes, to dual the 
road from Montford Bridge to the Welsh 
border.

Meanwhile, a woman with almost half a 
century of driving behind her says it is not 
roads that are dangerous but drivers. 

Heather Gruar from Llanymynech said: 
“If drivers would drive properly and at the 
proper speed there would be no problems. 
I have been driving since I was 18 and did 
an advanced driver course and I have never 
had an accident.” 

She said she was appalled at some of the 
driving on the A5. 

She said: “It is like a speed track and 
people obviously don’t know their High¬ 
way Code. I was driving to Shrewsbury the 
other day at about 60 miles an hour and, 
no joke, drivers were overtaking at about 
80 miles an hour. 

“People say that the Queens Head junc¬ 
tion on the A5 is dangerous. But it is not 
the road it is the way the drivers deal with 
the junction.”

which would put a small levy on the 
business rates, would help lever mon¬ 
ey in to carry out improvements and 
help revitalise Oswestry. 

Those in favour say unless the town’s 
infrastructure can meet the needs of busi¬ 
nesses in the 21st century it will risk los¬ 
ing existing businesses and will be unable 
to attract new ones. Those trading in the 
proposed BID area - the town centre, east¬ 
ern Oswestry, the industrial estate, the 
proposed new business park and Park Hall, 
will be balloted on whether to go ahead 
with the scheme in the spring. 

Over recent weeks 160 businesses have 
been surveyed. Ian Follington, BID chair¬ 
man, said 64 per cent of respondents be¬ 
lieved Oswestry had become a worse place 
for their business over the past five years. 
Businesses were asked to rank different 
aspects of the town centre from very poor 
to very good. “The issue which most busi¬ 
nesses in the town centre ranged as poor 
was the range of shops followed by the 
night time perception of the town and 
things to do in the evening,” Mr Follington 
said. He said 72 per cent of those surveyed 
wanted to see improvements made to dere¬ 
lict, vacant or old buildings and sites in and 
around the town. 

Marketing to target and attract new 
businesses and investors and developing 
the area’s identity were also said to be top 
initiatives for 71 per cent. 

Four key objectives have been set out 
for investment: raising the profile and pro¬ 
moting the strengths and characteristics of 
Oswestry; supporting the growth and de¬ 
velopment of existing business and attract¬ 
ing start-ups, young businesses and new 
investment; building on Oswestry’s rich 
heritage to develop a diverse and rewarding 
environment; facilitating safe, functional 
and efficient access and navigation.

ABOUT TOWN 


A town council has told the au¬ 
thors of a report telling them they 
have to start paying themselves 
an allowance exactly where to 
stick their order after hearing the 
decision could potentially cost 
the rate payers an extra £77,000 
per year. 

Welshpool Town Councillors 
have reacted angrily to the 10th 
annual report of the Independent 
Remuneration Panel for Wales 
which says community and town 
councils must start paying mem¬ 
bers £150 a year expenses; up 
to £500 to five members for ad¬ 
ditional commitments and up to 
£403 per month to members for 
the reimbursement of necessary 
costs for the care of dependent 
children and adults. 

The councillors have learned 
that in a worst case scenario 
of every member of Welshpool 
Town Council claiming the full 
allowance they would need to 
budget for an additional £77,000 
in next year’s figures - and that 
money would have to come out 
of rate payers’ pockets. And de¬ 
spite being told they “have to ac¬ 
cept” the expenses town coun¬ 
cillors are to be congratulated for 
telling the panel that no money 
will be claimed in Welshpool after 
a unanimous vote at last week’s 
full council meeting. The inde¬ 
pendent panel’s decision does 
beggar belief. Where do these 
people think the money comes 
from? Town and community 
councils are being asked to take 
on more and more responsibili¬ 
ties as county authorities wres¬ 
tle with smaller handouts from 
Welsh Government. They are 
battling to keep services such as 
street cleaning, toilets and youth 
club going and are then ordered 
to start paying themselves an 
allowance. The lunatics really 
are running the asylum. Now it’s 
surely up to all other town and 
community authorities to follow 
suit and refuse to accept the 
package on offer. No-one sits on 
such bodies for financial gain but 
because they have the interests 
of their town or village at heart 
and want to make a difference 
- or have some councils already 
agreed to pass the cost on to the 
tax payer? 

Oswestry needs to say a big 
“congratulations” to Town Clerk 
David Preston who has just been 
installed as President of the So¬ 
ciety of Local Council Clerks - an 
organisation with a membership 
of 5,000. 

Mr Preston has been involved 
with local councils for over 40 
years and has played a lead¬ 
ing role in the development of 
Oswestry, a fact recognised by 
the members of the professional 
society at its annual conference.

Choice between building 
sites or preserving sights 


Shropshire is facing the 
prospect of major housing 
development across the 
county. BY MARK ANDREWS. 

STANDING in the grounds of 
his farm in Maesbrook near 
Oswestry, Charles Green sur¬ 
veys the rural backdrop to his 
home. 

“Shropshire is a county rich in 
natural beauty and tranquillity,” 
he says. “Relentless growth is un¬ 
sustainable and out of balance with 
natural resources.” 

Members of Shropshire Council’s cab¬ 
inet two weeks ago endorsed proposals 
which will pave the way for nearly 29,000 
new homes - and that does not include 
Telford & Wrekin, which has its own 
plan. 

The draft proposals, which are now 
going forward for public consultation, 
also open the door to building new homes 
on the green belt. 

Mr Green, a committee member of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England in 
Shropshire, fears they will irreparably 
change the character of the county that 
is so dear to his heart. 

The CPRE was among the groups that 
campaigned against controversial plans 
for new homes at the foot of Oswestry’s 
3,000-year-old hillfort. 

And Mr Green fears that there will be 
many more similar battles in future if 
Shropshire Council presses ahead with 
its plans. 

“For Shropshire Council, the mantra is 
all about growth,” says Mr Green. 

“Sites like the hillfort will be under 
even more pressure with figures like

these.” Mr Green accuses the author¬ 
ity of ignoring the views of the people 
it represents, after it over-ruled the 
results of a consultation it held earlier 
this year. 

In January, the council invited the 
public to comment on a range of differ¬ 
ent options regarding future planning 
policy, and the majority of those who 
responded said they favoured ‘moder¬ 
ate’ growth, which equated to about an 
extra 26,250 new homes. 

“Whilst we strongly objected to even 
that figure, the fact that the majority 
view has been completely disregarded 
makes a mockery of the consultation 
process,” says Mr Green. 

“To say that CPRE Shropshire is 
disappointed by Shropshire Council’s 
housing recommendations would be a

gross understatement.” George Can¬ 
dler, Shropshire’s director of place and 
enterprise, says it is vital that Shrop¬ 
shire meets future demand for housing. 

“Shropshire needs to grow in order to 
thrive,” he says. 

“A key part of this is planning effec¬ 
tively for the right scale of housing, of 
the right type, in the most appropriate 
locations.” 

Mr Green questions whether the plan 
will lead to the “right type” of housing 
in the most appropriate locations. 

“The problem facing Shropshire is 
that council houses are not being built,” 
he says. 

“Five-bedroom executive houses, 
that’s what the market prefers, to pro¬ 
tect its margins, but people can’t afford 
to live in them. 


“Many of these are being bought by 
people from the cities who want to retire 
to Shropshire, but it doesn’t give young 
working families and first-time buyers 
the opportunity to buy a house they can 
afford. 

“We are concerned that its plans are 
about the numbers and growth game 
and not about providing the houses that 
are really needed in the right places.” 

Of the 28,750 homes proposed in Mr 
Candler’s report, 8,625 of them will be 
in Shrewsbury, 1,800 in Oswestry, 1,600 
in Whitchurch, and 1,500 in Bridgnorth. 

A total of 1,000 new homes are ear¬ 
marked for Ludlow as well as 1,200 in 
Market Drayton. 

Mr Green has questioned the method¬ 
ology used by the council to calculate the 
number of homes that will be required 
in future. 

He says projected figures for popu¬ 
lation growth suggest that 18,400 new 
homes would be sufficient. 

Mr Green says the CPRE broadly sup¬ 
ports the council’s policy of building in 
existing towns where possible, although 
he says it is difficult to comment until 
there is more detail of where exactly 
they would be built. 

It also remains to be seen how people 
in some of the smaller centres will react 
to the scale of development being pro¬ 
posed. 

Five hundred homes are proposed in 
Albrighton, for example, as well as 800 
in Ellesmere and 600 in Wem. 

David Beechey, of Albrighton Parish 
Council, says he has no objection in prin¬ 
ciple to more houses being built in the 
village, but it is important that they are 
in the right place. 

“There is an area of land which is re¬ 
served for further development to the 
east of Shaw Lane, and that is more 
than adequate for the housing needs of 
the village,” he says.

Last week, I welcomed Mi¬ 
chael Gove, Secretary of State 
for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, to Soulton Hall near Wem 
where Tim Ashton has been trial¬ 
ling no-till farming in cooperation 
with soil experts from Harper Ad¬ 
ams University. 

No-till is the practice of grow¬ 
ing crops without damaging the 
soil through ploughing. Cover 
crops are encouraged to thrive 
through the winter and then 
sprayed off before direct drilling. 
This method has reduced costs 
by 60 per cent, making Shrop¬ 
shire wheat competitive with 
Kansas, Argentina or Australia. 
It also brings massive environ¬ 
mental benefits dramatically in¬ 
creasing organic activity within 
soils including a vital increase in 
earthworms, which would oth¬ 
erwise be killed by ploughing. 
Above ground the increase in 
food has led to remarkable gains 
in fauna such as a striking revival 
of barn owls and skylarks. 

Soils managed with no-till 
farming suffer much less com¬ 
paction and greatly improve 
water filtration and storage. This 
reduces floods and soil erosion. 

However, the weedkiller 
glyphosate is critical for no-till 
producers, providing an effec¬ 
tive way to eliminate unwanted 
plants without the need for ag¬ 
gressive ploughing, which does 
so much harm to soil. 

Without glyphosate, fighting 
weeds will be much more expen¬ 
sive and more damaging to the 
environment. It has long been 
regarded as the most effective 
herbicide available and, as the 
Agriculture and Horticulture De¬ 
velopment Board concluded, 
“the widespread use of glypho¬ 
sate in no-till practice does not 
appear to be an environmental 
problem”. 

Calls for glyphosate to be 
banned in the European Union 
have been driven by a study 
undertaken by the International 
Agency for Research on Cancer 
(IARC) which said it was ‘prob¬ 
able’ that glyphosate is carcino¬ 
genic. Under these claims, sau¬ 
sages and sawdust would count 
as carcinogens. Such claims 
have been denounced by scien¬ 
tific studies and regulators. 

Questions have thus been 
raised surrounding the legitima¬ 
cy of the lARC’s findings, and 
yet the European Parliament still 
went ahead last week and voted 
for a ban. If imposed, this would 
make British farming less com¬ 
petitive and less environmental¬ 
ly friendly - just as we seek out 
new markets when we leave the 
European Union at the end of 
March 2019.

Fears about sentencing discrepancies 


I HAVE noted for some time that penal¬ 
ties for drivers who cause death and/or life 
changing injuries can be so much less than 
for a person wielding a shotgun (whether 
or not the shotgun is discharged). 

Recently a 15-year-old boy took a shot¬ 
gun to school (I did not study the case so 
cannot give his motives for doing so), the 
boy was subsequently given a long custodial 
sentence. 

A 77 year old who had been drinking, in a 


Range Rover, ploughed into an 11-year-old 
girl and killed her. His custodial sentence 
four and a half years. He will probably serve 
two and be able to drive by the time he is 
80. 

The discrepancy is obvious. In most RTA 
cases the guilty driver is given a maximum 
six years in prison and a two-year driving 
ban. If the shotgun is fired killing some¬ 
one the guilty person probably faces life in 
prison. 


I ask myself, how many shotguns inci¬ 
dents involving deaths of innocents do I 
hear about, and then how many times does 
breakfast television announce this road or 
that is closed due to an “earlier” accident? 

How many deaths are involved is a ques¬ 
tion I cannot answer, however, it is possible 
many more people are killed by cars than 
by shotguns.

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Arriva pulls 
out of bid 
process for 
rail franchise 

RAIL operator Arriva Trains Wales 
has pulled out of the bidding process 
for the franchise to provide services 
for passengers travelling in and out of 
Shropshire from late 2018. 

The German-owned train company 
is the current holder of the Wales 
and Borders rail franchise and is an 
integral part of plans to provide £1 
million worth of support towards a 
programme for more than 300 new 
trains funded by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment. 

Tom Joyner, managing director 
of Arriva Trains Wales said: “Arriva 
Group has withdrawn from the bid¬ 
ding process for the next Wales and 
Borders franchise. 

“Our key priority following this 
announcement is to continue to focus 
on the delivery of our services for 
the people and communities that de¬ 
pend on us for the remainder of the 
current franchise, including a £lm 
Arriva Trains Wales investment in 
additional trains which will be intro¬ 
duced in 2018.” 

The rail firm boss added: “We will 
continue to work closely with our 
government and industry partners 
to support them with the delivery of 
their priorities.” 

Three groups remain in the ten¬ 
dering process - KeolisAmey, Hong 
Kong-based MTR Corporation and 
Abellio Group. 

A spokeswoman for Transport for 
Wales said:”It is not uncommon for 
bidders for major projects to withdraw 
during the tender process and Arriva 
have been clear they have done this 
for their own commercial reasons. 

“The procurement process is a 
tough and demanding one and we 
recognise Arriva’s extensive work to 
date.” 


Power shortfall hits 
innovation park plan

SOURCES of energy must be 
found to supply a proposed 60- 
acre business park after a survey 
revealed a potential shortfall. 

Shropshire Council is considering 
tenders for a small-scale, low carbon 
energy project to serve the Oswest¬ 
ry Innovation Park which has been 
planned for a site just off the A5. 

The business park on the edge of town 
is expected to create 1,500 jobs and attract 
some big name companies. An infrastruc¬ 
ture assessment undertaken earlier this 
year identified a potential shortfall in the 
supply network operated by Scottish Power 
Energy Networks. The energy company 
plans to upgrade the network but the ad¬ 
ditional electricity will not be available for 
another six years. 

The report said: “The employment site 
is likely to require 7.5-10 MVA and current 
off-site capacity is 1.6 MVA. Scottish Power 
is proposing to reinforce the networks. 

However, additional capacity will not be 
available until 2022. 

“While the development programme as¬ 
sumes that the site will be serviced by 2022, 
major upgrades are required including the 
re-routing of the 33kV cable and directional 
drilling underneath the A5, and are outside 
the control of the council. Any delays could 
impact upon the programme.” 

The local authority says there is a budget 
of between £10,000 to £12,000, provided by 
the Marches LEP fund, and is inviting ap¬ 
plications to take on the work. It has also 
suggested that a renewable energy scheme 
would benefit a planning application for 
600 homes earmarked for a nearby field.

RSCPA makes 

sentence call 

RSCPA Cymru is calling on the Welsh 
Government to increase maximum 
sentences that can be handed down 
to people convicted of animal cruelty. 

The animal organisation has long 
campaigned for an increase to the 
maximum sentence available for those 
convicted of animal abuse. 

A recent announcement by the UK 
Government confirmed that an in¬ 
crease would be made from six months 
imprisonment, to five years. 

RSCPA now want the same to hap¬ 
pen in Wales, and their campaign has 
followed examples of “harrowing, and 
inexplicable animal cruelty”. 

Pig application 
gets the go-ahead 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to house 
2,000 pigs at a farm have been given 
the green light by councillors. 

Will Jones, of GW and WW Jones of 
Hill Farm, Montgomery near Welsh¬ 
pool, made the application for two 
livestock buildings with a covered ma¬ 
nure store. 

The application received considera¬ 
ble objection when it was lodged due 
to possible smell, pollution and an in¬ 
crease in the number of HGV lorries 
in the area. 

However, the application from Will 
and Debbie James who run the farm, 
was passed after long consideration by 
councillors. 

Within the planning report, it states 
that pigs will go into the system at 7kg 
and out at 110kg, with the expectation 
that there is 2.2 cycles expected per 
year. 


AM urges people to get 
their free flu vaccination

THE Assembly Member for 
Montgomeryshire is urging eligi¬ 
ble people to get their free NHS 
influenza vaccination to protect 
them and others against flu. 

Vaccination is the best protection 
against catching or spreading influen¬ 
za, which is a debilitating and poten¬ 
tially deadly illness. 

Local AM, Russell George, is joining calls 
being made by Public Health Wales for 
people in at risk groups go to their GP or 
community pharmacy and get the free flu 
vaccine soon. At risk groups include preg¬ 
nant women, those with certain long-term 
illnesses, people aged 65 or over and carers. 
All children aged two to eight years are also 
being offered protection with a simple nasal 
spray flu vaccine, so no needles. Two and 
three year olds will have their nasal spray 
vaccine at their GP surgery and children in 
reception class or years one, two, three or 
four in primary school will be offered their 
vaccine at school. 

Mr George said: “The Beat Flu campaign 
is underway throughout Wales to offer flu 
vaccines to individuals most at risk of seri¬ 
ous complications from influenza, and my 
message to them is to make sure it’s at the 
top of your to-do list this autumn. Last year 
in Wales, less than half of those in at-risk 
groups under the age of 65 took up their 
free NHS flu vaccination and we really need 
to increase the numbers of people being 
vaccinated.”

Funding is 
available to 
preserve war 
memorials 

COMMUNITIES in Powys are being 
urged to apply for funding to help 
preserve World War One memorials 
for future generations. 

The Powys War Memorials Pro¬ 
ject has funding available to repair, 
restore or maintain World War One 
memorials in the county. 

The maximum grant available for 
repair works for one memorial is 
£5,000 while up to £200 is available 
for memorial surroundings. 

Any type of World War One memo¬ 
rial in the county is eligible for fund¬ 
ing including stone obelisks, stained 
glass windows, benches, plaques, stat¬ 
ues or halls. 

The project can cover up to 90 per 
cent of the cost of the work while the 
remaining cost would need to come 
from match-funding. 

The application process for funding 
is quick and easy but they will only be 
considered on a first come, first serve 
basis. 

Councillor Martin Weale, cabinet 
member for regeneration and plan¬ 
ning, said: “The Powys War Memo¬ 
rials Project marks our respect for 
those individuals who left Powys sac¬ 
rificing their lives. 

“Memorials form an integral part of 
our towns, villages and communities 
and provide a focal point for remem¬ 
brance. The funding gives Powys a 
chance to remember and ensure that 
these memorials are protected and 
kept for future generations.”

Innovative recruitment day offers candidates 
the chance to take next step in their career 


Midwives in 
fight to save 
their practice 

A SELF-EMPLOYED Shropshire midwife 
is among the campaigners taking legal ac¬ 
tion over the right to help mothers-to-be 
give birth. 

Independent midwives can currently 
offer antenatal and postnatal care to pa¬ 
tients, but not offer birthing services due 
to a ruling by the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council (NMC) over insurance cover. 

Now the Independent Midwives UK 
(IMUK) is fighting for a judicial review at 
the High Court in a bid to overturn that 
decision. 

Amanda Garside is a leading member 
of the group which has raised more than 
£40,000 after a crowd funding campaign. 

IMUK board member Amanda said: 
“The numbers in general have been fall¬ 
ing to an alarming level. The whole profes¬ 
sion is feeling under stress. They also feel 
they are being undervalued for the very 
particular skills, learned over generations, 
that midwives bring. 

“Many fear that, soon, midwives within 
the NHS will gradually be phased out, to 
be replaced with specialist nurses who will 
fit more easily into hospital systems. 

“Already, the tradition of a woman 
being attended by a single midwife who 
she can know and trust has gone. Now¬ 
adays, mothers-to-be are attended by 
whichever midwife is on duty. 

“So gradually, the whole experience of 
giving birth will simply become part of ob¬ 
stetrics, seen as a medical procedure. 

“We in Independent Midwives UK have 
provided support and a professional ser¬ 
vice to those mothers who would prefer to 
give birth outside the hospital system, and 
who still value the ‘Call the Midwife’ gold 
standard. 

“The NMC’s decision if it stands will 
mean none of our members will be able to 
practise again. 

“We will lose over a thousand years of 
experience and know-how.” 

War diary will 
help hospice 

THE diary of a navy man has been made 
into a book to raise funds for the hospice 
that cared for him. 

John Burke, from Caerhowel near 
Welshpool, died earlier this year at the 
age of 91. 

His death came a year after he was 
awarded the rank of Chevalier in the 
Ordre national de la Legion d’Honneur by 
the French government for his service in 
the liberation of France during the Second 
World War. Following his death, his wife 
Katie enlisted the help of Welshpool his¬ 
torian Alan Crowe to publish his story in 
a book called All Hands on Deck to raise 
funds for Severn Hospice. 

Mr Burke, who was president of Welsh¬ 
pool’s branch of the Royal Naval Associ¬ 
ation, was a radar plotter for the Royal 
Navy and at the age of 18 began writing a 
diary when he came off duty. 

“John’s widow really wanted to do 
something for hospice which cared for him 
and also took care of their family when he 
was there,” Mr Crowe said. 

“It’s a very interesting read and quite 
funny at times. There are more tales of 
when he was a young, naive 18-year-old 
but he actually went on to be awarded for 
the part he played in the war.” 

The books are on sale in Severn Hospice 
shops across Shropshire.

A DECISION to increase parking 
charges at Shrophire’s two main 
hospitals has sparked anger. 

The move at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Princess Royal Hospital in 
Telford has been described as unfair and 
astonishing. 

The cost of parking for up to 24 hours has 
risen from £3.50 to £8 from, with similar rises 
for shorter visits. 

Visitors previously paid £2.50 for up to two 
hours, £3 for two to five hours and £3.50 for 
five to 24 hours. 

The new changes see visitors charged £3 for 
up to two hours, £4 for up to three hours, £5 
for up to four hours, £6 for up to five hours and 
£8 for 24 hours. 

Joy Kortbeek said on social media: “This is 
criminal - what if people cannot afford to pay 
that, half the time you can’t find a parking 
space so you drive in and spend 20 minutes 
looking for a space. You can’t afford to be ill 
now.” 

And Carol Hughes said the increase was 
“very unfair on people visiting sick relatives”. 

Graham Shepherd, part of the Shropshire 
Patient’s Group, said he was “astonished and 
annoyed” at the increase. 

“If they put them up by 10 per cent that 
would account for inflation, but they’re put¬ 
ting them up by between 60 per cent and 100 
per cent,” he said. 

Hospital bosses have defended the rises say¬ 
ing the annual income the trust receives from 
car parking pays for the equivalent of 40 staff 
nurses. 

Officials said they will continue to offer dis¬ 
counts for multiple visits and free parking for 
patients receiving dialysis, radiotherapy or 
chemotherapy and people visiting hospital for 
issues connected with bereavement. 

Julia Clarke, director of corporate govern¬ 
ance at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust (SATH), said: “This is the first change 
to car parking charges at SATH in four years 
and we are still among the lowest in the coun¬ 
try, with people able to park for up to 20 min¬ 
utes without charge.” 

The changes came into force this week. 
Earlier this year it was revealed that visitors 
and staff have paid out more than £4 million 
to park at Shropshire’s main hospitals in the 
past three years. 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to recruit 
more nurses to work at Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals.

High demand 
for property

DEMAND for properties of all types in 
North Powys is outstripping supply as the 
region is experiencing a boom in interest 
from potential home buyers, says a Welsh¬ 
pool estate agent.

There is a desperate shortage 
of homes on the market in the Montgom¬ 
eryshire area and that is discouraging peo¬ 
ple from selling because they are unable to 
find a place they want to buy. There is a lot 
of frustrated purchasing power out there 
waiting for the right property. 

“We find that attractive and desirable 
properties that are priced correctly gener¬ 
ally receive offers within a month of being 
marketed. Demand ranges from first time 
buyers to retired couples and there is es¬ 
pecially strong interest in rural smallhold¬ 
ings.”

SHROPSHIRE’S unemployment rate contin¬ 
ues to outstrip the regional average after an¬ 
other fall in the number of people claiming out- 
of-work benefits - but pay growth remains in 
the doldrums. 

In September an average of 1,995 people in 
Shropshire Council’s area and 1,925 in Telford 
& Wrekin signed on for various forms of benefit 
- down from 2,005 and 1,950 respectively the 
month before. 

It means that the unemployment rates for 
the two areas now stand at 1.1 and 1.8 per cent 
respectively - against a West Midlands average 
figure of 2.4 per cent. 

The figures have shown little movement over 
the course of the last year, and are consistently 
at a low level for the county. The number of

people out of work grew in August but fell back 
again last month, and the changes in the num¬ 
bers have consistently been in the order of a 
couple of dozen, rather than hundreds. 

The 685 people claiming benefits in Powys 
was identical to last month’s figure, leaving the 
Mid Wales county with an unemployment rate 
of 0.9 per cent. 

Nationally unemployment fell to a 12-year 
low, with the jobless total down by 52,000 in 
the three months to August to 1.4 million, with 
women driving the growth in employment. 
More than 32 million people are now in work, 
including 15 million women. 


However, pay growth remains sluggish and is 
behind inflation. Average earnings increased by 
2.2 per cent in the year to August, unchanged 
from the previous month, and below the latest 
RPI inflation rate of 3.9 per cent. 

It means that while people may be getting 
more in their pay packets, they are likely to find 
that it is not going as far because the prices of 
the goods they are buying are increasing faster 
than the value of their pay packets. 

Gareth Niblett of Shropshire’s Job Centre 
said: “Overall at the moment things seem to 
be fairly buoyant - we have not seen large in¬ 
creases of people coming in to claim benefits. 

“There’s a lot of work out there, a lot going 
on.” 

He said pre-Christmas recruitment cam¬ 


paigns were stepping up among retailers, with 
B&M, Argos and Wilkinsons all taking on staff 
in North Shropshire in recent weeks, while 
Muller appointed 14 people at its Market Dray¬ 
ton plant. 

Glyn Davies, Conservative MP for Montgom¬ 
eryshire, has hailed the latest unemployment 
figures for Montgomeryshire as “astonishingly 
low”. He said: “The latest unemployment sta¬ 
tistics for Montgomeryshire are astonishingly 
low, and continues the hugely impressive trend 
which has seen employment rates within the 
constituency at a far higher than when I first 
became the MP in 2010. Today, Montgomery¬ 
shire is in within the top 100 constituencies out 
of 650 within the UK for the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment levels.” 


Man jailed for 14 months after 
launching unprovoked attack

A MAN has been jailed after he 
launched an unprovoked attack on 
another man in a bar. 

Defendant Joseph Ashley Doyle, 26, of 
Longfield, Chirk, near Oswestry delivered 
a heavy boxer style punch followed by oth¬ 
er blows which broke his victim’s jaw in 
two places. 

Doyle admitted a GBH charge at Mold Crown 
Court and was jailed for 14 months. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands - who watched a CCTV 
recording of the attack - said it was entirely 
unwarranted. 

The victim Anthony Carter ended up on the 
floor having lost consciousness momentarily 
and needed plates inserting during surgery to 
fix the jaw which was broken in two places. 

“In drink you simply lost your temper,” the 
judge told him. 

The court was told he had far too much to 
drink and he had claimed in his pre-sentence 
report that he had little recollection of what 
happened. “What is clear is that in drink you 
became aggressive,” said Judge Rowlands. 

“The message has got to get out that drunken 
violence on licensed premises in the early hours 
which results in serious injury has to lead to 
immediate custodial sentences.” 

He warned that if he had been convicted after 
trial then he would have received a 21 month 
prison sentence. 

Judge Rowlands said that he appreciated that 
the defendant had to deal with tragedy in his 
family and that his mother was ill. 

But from where he sat, he said it was difficult 
to understand why the defendant would seek 
to cope by going out, drinking to excess and be¬ 
coming violence. 

The incident occurred within a few days of 
the defendant being fined for an earlier assault 
upon a police officer. 

Prosecuting barrister Matthew Curtis said 
that the incident in March was captured on 
CCTV at the Hidden bar in Rhyl. 

The defendant picked up a coat, the victim 
tapped him on the shoulder and said he thought 
he had taken the wrong coat, and Doyle became 
aggressive and punched him with force. He 
then threw several more punches. 

The victim was off work for two months, 
had been medicated for depression, and had 
suffered nerve damage which led to a loss of 
feeling to his chin and lips. 

Defending barrister Maria Massellis said that 
Doyle was devastated by his own behaviour.

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New figures reveal lending 
to house buyers picking up 



Home lending in the UK picked up in 
August with the latest figures from 
UK Finance showing that mortgages 
reached their highest level since March 
2016. 

Lending to first-time buyers increased 
both on a monthly and an annual basis 
but the buy to let market is still subdued, 
falling month on month and unchanged 
from August 2016 and remortgaging also 
declined. 

First-time buyers borrowed £5.7 billion, 
up 16% compared to July and up 12% 
from August last year and the number of 
mortgages in this sector increased by 14% 
month-on-month and 9% year-on-year. 

The figures also shows that home movers 
borrowed £8.4 billion, up 18 month-on- 
month and up 20% year-on-year with the 
number of mortgages up 17% on a monthly 
basis and up 13% compared to August 
2016. 

However, remortgaging by home owners 
totalled £6.4 billion, 4% less than in July 
but still up 8% year-on-year. The number of 
people remortgaging was down 1% month- 
on-month but up 5% year-on-year. 

Buy to let lending totalled £3.1 billion, 
down 3% month-on-month and the same 
as in August last year. This equated to 
20,400 mortgages, the same as in July but 
4% down year-on-year. 

“Activity picked up in August, and recent 
resilience ensured that borrowing by home 
movers was at its highest since March 
2016, when transactions were boosted by 
an imminent increase in stamp duty,” said 
UK Finance’s head of mortgages policy 
June Deasy. 

“Over the last 12 months, the number 
of people remortgaging has been higher 
than in any period since late 2009. With 
mortgage rates close to historic lows 
and the likelihood of a rise in official 
rates moving closer, the popularity of 
remortgaging looks set to continue,” she 
added. 


The data also shows that the average 
amount borrowed by a first-time buyer 
increased from £138,999 in July 2017 
to £140,035 while the average amount 
borrowed by movers increased from 
£180,000 to £182,750 and borrowing for 
house purchase by buy to let landlords 
remains at a lower level than before the 
introduction of the higher stamp duty rate 
in the spring of 2016. 

Any improvement in activity levels for 
house purchase is welcome news but the 
industry is waiting to see if the base rate 
will be increased in the coming weeks, 
according to David Hollingworth at L&C 
Mortgages. 

“Although mortgage rates remain 
extremely competitive, there has already 


been an upward shift in fixed rates due 
to the heightened expectation of a rate 
rise. That could see the nudge up in the 
percentage of first-time buyer income 
spent on mortgage payments continue,” 
he said. 

“At the same time the shift in mortgage 
rates will no doubt sharpen the focus of 
those that have yet to take advantage of the 
record low rates. 

“Any move in the base rate is bound to be 
met with a spike in remortgage activity,” he 
added. 

The increase in first time buyer lending 
is encouraging, according to Steven Seal 
of Bluestone Mortgages. “The UK has 
suffered a serious shortage of affordable 
homes for first time buyers due to 


increasing prices caused by a bottleneck 
of good property coming to market 
over the last few years. However, the 
positive growth in first time buyer lending 
also means we may finally be seeing a 
rebalancing in supply and demand of 
affordable property,’ he said. 

But he believes that more needs to be 
done to help first time buyers in the UK. 
“High street lenders are still blocking many 
new home owners from joining the housing 
market due to their outdated products and 
criteria which do not reflect the changing 
workforce. Many of our first time buyer 
customers are successful small business 
owners, entrepreneurs or contractors 
who, without the aid of specialist lending 
products, would not be able to buy their 
own home,” he added. 


Young buyers need help from bank of mum and dad 


The number of young adults in the UK expecting 
help from the bank of mum and dad to buy their 
first home is double the number who received 
such support with their deposit in 2016, new 
research has found. 

Many, some 66% of 18 to 40-year-olds feel guilty 
about getting help from their parents or other family 
member, towards a deposit for a property, the latest 
first-time buyers report from the Yorkshire Building 
Society also shows. 

Overall, relying on the bank of mum and dad is 
becoming the norm, with 59% would-be home 
owners expecting to receive handouts from parents 
or other family members in order to buy a property. 

Some 82% of young adults expecting to receive 
help to get onto the property ladder believe it’s unfair 
that their generation is finding it harder to buy their 
first home compared to their parents’ generation. 

The majority, 59%, of those expecting support are 
concerned that by accepting help it would negatively 
impact their parents’ future finances, according to the 
study which involved a nationally representative UK 
sample of 18 to 40 year olds to examine the attitudes 
and concerns first-time buyers have towards buying 
their own home. 

While the average property price for first-time buyers 



in England is £198,325, meaning a 10% deposit of 
nearly £20,000 is needed, 80% expecting help from 
parents and family expected the total value of this 
support to be less than this level. 

The survey also revealed how 14% of adults aged 25 
to 40 expecting help from family anticipated the value 
of the support they received to be more than £40,000, 
compared to just 5% of 18 to 24 year olds. 

“In what is a tough environment for young aspiring 
home owners, the bank of mum and dad continues 
to support young peoples’ dream of buying their first 
home,” said David Robinson, national intermediary 
sales manager at Accord which carried out the 


research for the bank. “But while it’s clear that parents 
are willing, where they can, to help their children get 
on to the property ladder, the burden of how it could 
negatively impact their family’s finances is leading 
many young adults to feel guilty about accepting 
help,” he pointed out. 

“There are many parts of the country where average 
house prices dwarf earnings. Many first-time buyers 
turn to a broker for advice, so our survey results 
may help to remind them of the financial and moral 
dilemmas first-time buyers face when they help a 
client take their first steps on the property ladder,” he 
added. 

Despite angst over family support, findings from 
the Yorkshire’s report demonstrate how young adults 
remain optimistic about the prospect of owning a 
property, with 65% believing it was likely or very likely 
that they would become home owners, and 56% 
admitting they are currently saving money to buy their 
first property. 

Aspiring home owners also clearly still place 
importance on achieving their home ownership 
ambitions, with 56% saying they would feel they had 
succeeded if they could buy a property compared to 
63% in 2016. Indeed, 20% reported owning a house 
is more important to them than any other life event, 
including getting married or having children. 



Home-building 
industry on track 
to reach target 

A rapid expansion of the house building 
industry has the UK on track to deliver the 
Government’s target of one million new homes by 
2020, but more are needed, according to a new 
analysis. 

Indeed, an additional 100,000 homes are 
needed each year if the new supply is to have 
any effect on housing affordability, and to boost 
volumes and improve affordability more land 
needs to be released in the areas of greatest 
need, including green belt swaps, says the report 
from international real estate adviser Savills. 

It explains that new homes volumes are up 
almost 50% on three years ago, meaning that 
new housing supply is almost meeting demand 
across most of the UK. However, London and 
South East regions are bearing the brunt of the 
shortfall, accounting for 104,000 of the 2015/2016 
total, which puts great pressure on affordability. 
Only a fifth of households can afford to buy the 
average new home in these regions. 

“Policymakers must take this shortfall in the 
south east of England seriously if we are to 
finish the job of solving the housing crisis. Many 
more new homes are needed at price points 
that are affordable to the many, and across a 
range of tenures, if affordability pressures are to 
be eased,” said Chris Buckle, director of Savills 
residential research. 

New homes need to be priced as a mass 
market product to ensure high sales rates, the 
report says. Increased land release in areas of 
high housing demand would reduce competition 
for development sites, leading to lower land 
values and enabling new homes to be sold at 
lower price points. 

If there were more land on the market, land 
owners may need to realign expectations on the 
value of land, Savills argues, though that value 
will still need to be high enough to persuade 
them to sell. For the policymaker, it means 
recognising that lower new homes values may 
result in less land value to be captured through 
CILand section 106. 

A commitment to solving the housing crisis 
is evident in the housing white paper, but to 
address the crisis where it is most acute will 
require a regional market-led strategy for land 
release, including a programme of green belt 
swaps, the firm says. 

The report also points out that Government aid, 
particularly in the form of Help to Buy, has helped 
boost the number of homes being built and will 
support around 20% of the 190,000 new homes 
expected to be built in 2016/2017, compared with 
34,000 in 2015/2016 and 28,000 in 2014/2015. 

So far the biggest increase has been in the 
number of homes being built without public 
funding, both market sale and built to rent units, 
up from only 62,000 in 2015 to an expected 
111,000 this year, an increase of 79%. 

The Savills report details evidence of high 
delivery sites in high demand areas across the 
South East. These include sites in Andover, 
Aylesbury and Bedfordshire where homes are 
priced at a discount of up to 15% compared 
to the local market on an average price per 
square foot basis. Each of these sites completed 
more than 600 new homes for sale in the past 
three years, a build-out rate significantly above 
average.

CAMPAIGNERS who successful¬ 
ly blocked gas drilling on fields in 
Shropshire are calling for England 
to follow moves in the rest of the UK 
to ban fracking. 

Moves to stop fracking across Wales 
have gone to the Welsh Assembly in a bill 
brought by Plaid Cymru. 

The party wants to see new legislation to 
ensure a presumption against the gas drilling. 

Residents of North Shropshire who fear 
fracking could be back on the agenda in the 
area in years to come say a similar move across 
England would all but stop the process. 

Mid and West Welsh Assembly Member 
Simon Thomas called for a fracking ban in 
Wales during a debate last week in the Senedd 
in Cardiff. 

He said: “Plaid Cymru is calling on the La¬ 
bour Government to commit to a precaution¬ 
ary approach to unconventional gas activity, 
including opposing fracking. 

“We don’t need fracking in Wales. We don’t 
want fracking in Wales. Fracking is the old way 
of doing things. It’s time to throw out the solu¬ 
tions of the past.” 

“Instead we should amend land use planning 
legislation to fast track community owned en¬ 
ergy schemes, with a presumption in favour of 
development.” 

Chris Hesketh, one of the leading figures in 
the campaign in 2016, Frack Free Dudleston, 
which brought to an end plans to extract coal 
bed methane from fields between Ellesmere 
and St Martins, said backed moves to ban the 
practice. 

“Scotland has led the way in banning frack¬ 
ing and now it looks as if Wales could follow,” 
he said. 

“Sadly the spectre of fracking is still hanging 
over us. If we had a presumption against plan¬ 
ning permission that would all but see fracking 
disappear.” 

“We were just weeks away from the rigs mov¬ 
ing in,” he said. 

Shropshire county councillor, Steve Daven¬ 
port said he would also like to see a presump¬ 
tion against fracking. 

“I would like to see it banned across the 
whole of the UK, but most particularly in open 
countryside,” he said. 

The case in Dudleston went to the Planning 
Inspectorate before it was eventually with¬ 
drawn in July 2016 when the licence with the 
landowner ended.

Man locked 
up for child 
sex activity 

A MAN has been locked up for two years 
and four months after admitting sexual 
activity with a child. 

Joseph Eccles, aged 22, pleaded guilty 
to engaging in an act with a girl between 
the ages of 13 and 15, taking an indecent 
photograph of a child, making indecent 
photographs of a child and inciting an 
underage girl into sexual activity. 

At a hearing in Shrewsbury Crown 
Court, Judge Peter Barrie said the de¬ 
fendant had groomed his victim and 
pressured her into engaging into sexual 
activity over Skype. Eccles, of Unicorn 
Road, Oswestry, was 19 when the of¬ 
fences took place. 

Simon Hunka, prosecuting, told the 
court there were three Skype conversa¬ 
tions in which he pressured the girl into 
sexual activity. He also said Eccles’s mo¬ 
bile and other technology was examined 
after his arrest which found a category B 
movie, category B images and 313 cate¬ 
gory C pictures. 

Jodie Smith, defending, said as a 
19-year-old, Eccles was struggling aca¬ 
demically and with his mental health. 

“The defendant is now a 22 and in full 
time employment,” she said. 

“He is remorseful and very honest and 
open when he considers this offence now. 

But at the time, he didn’t consider it to 
be wrong. 

“He can be seen as vulnerable himself. 

He is extremely sorry.” Judge Barrie told 
Eccles the four year age gap was consid¬ 
erable and that he should have felt some 
responsibility towards his victim. 

Funding for

Business crime 
figures on the up 

BUSINESS crime has more than dou¬ 
bled across the Dyfed-Powys region 
over the last year, new figures have 
revealed. 

A Freedom of Information request 
by Montgomeryshire Assembly Mem¬ 
ber Russell George has shown that fig¬ 
ures have grown by more than 200 per 
cent across the region.

Mr George asked for the informa¬ 
tion after being contacted by business 
owners who expressed concern at the 
escalating rates of crime. 

The Assembly Member has called 
for a meeting with the Dyfed-Powys 
Police chief constable and crime com¬ 
missioner to discuss the underlying 
issues to the problems. 

He said the figures showed a wor¬ 
rying trend. 


Bans handed out to yobs 
by Pubwatch members

MORE than 20 people have been 
banned from pubs in Oswestry 
over the last 12 months - some 
for up to five years. 

Thefts, drug use and assaults on 
staff have all led to the bans from 18 
pubs involved in the town’s Pubwatch 
Scheme. 

Many have also had extended bans for 
constant attempts to breach the ruling. 

The annual meeting of the Oswestry Pu¬ 
bwatch heard from its chairman, Hannah 
Hewish, that it had been a good year for 
the scheme. 

She said: “We have been fortunate in our 
successful bid for £800 from the Police and 
Crime Commissioner to subsidise the 10 
members who are involved in the Pubwatch 
Radio Scheme. 

“There has been a lot of feedback re¬ 
ceived around these radios and we look to 
continue to develop the relationship be¬ 
tween ourselves and the police to ensure 
the radios are used to maximum efficiency 
and bring further benefits to the licensees 
who operate them.” 

Drug swipes handed out to Pubwatch 
members have also been a success. 

She said: “The drug detection wipes were 
purchased from the bid entered to the Com¬ 
munity Safety Partnership and have had a 
positive feedback. 

“Since our last annual meeting we have 
added 21 individuals to the banned list for 
Oswestry with ban lengths ranging from 
six months to five years to cover a spectrum 
of incidents from theft to drug use or as¬ 
saults on staff. 

“It brings the total number of people 
banned to 36.”

P am Ayres has been a writer, 
broadcaster, and entertainer 
for more than 40 years. She 
is one of the few authors 
who has had books in the 
Sunday Times bestseller 
charts in almost every decade since 
the 1970s. She is the author of several 
best-selling poetry collections, 
including The Works, With These 
Hands, Surgically Enhanced and You 
Made Me Late Again!

“I hope it will be fun. I’m on stage for two hours and I’ll 
be using poems and stories and anecdotes and jokes.

“I’ll use sad pieces too. We moved house after 28 
years, which just about broke my heart, and I realise 
that’s a commonly-shared feeling. There’s also a piece 
about when children go to uni and the great gulf that 
leaves in your life. 

“It’s new and old. I always try and move it on all the 
time. 

“I don’t go round doing the same thing. I keep a very 
careful record of what I’ve said in a particular theatre. I 
try to write new material all the time and I’ve had a good 
writing period last winter.” 

There’s no surefire way to write a brilliant new poem. 
Pam has to wait until the muse strikes and surf those 
creative ways. 

“The process is waiting and praying for a good idea. 
That’s the crux of it. It’s to get a good idea that will strike 
a chord with lots of other people. Those things aren’t that 
easy to find. 

“I’ve been writing about long distance flying recently, 
that’s come together quite well. It’s looking for a good 
idea, then I work on it in the mornings. 

“I go in each morning and work on the ideas I’ve got. 

I try to approach the subject from all sorts of different 
angles. 

“A lot of my time is spent groping for good ideas. When 
I find one, I’m delighted. 

“I try and do something good with it. You have to find 
something people will identify with.” 

Pam’s a predominantly older audience but social media 
has allowed her to connect with a new generation. She 
is on Twitter and is constantly surprised about the new 
young people who come along. 



“I do little political tweets and a bit of sniping from 
the sidelines, that’s brought in quite an interesting new 
audience. 

“It’s not a show aimed at the old. I get three 
generations.”

“I look now at the number of performance poets 
that there are and I do feel that it’s partly down to me.

“There was no-one going around with funny poems, 
using those as the main thrust of the evening.

“But I couldn’t do that and everybody fell about 
laughing when I spoke them and that was good enough. I 
do feel a lot of people came after me, which is flattering.”

Appeal launched to help out railway 


A £200,000 appeal has been 
launched to buy new carriages 
for a steam railway. 

The Talyllyn Railway, one of the ‘great 
little trains of Wales’ takes thousands of 
passengers a year from the seaside town 
of Towyn into the Fathew Valley and is a 
popular visitor attraction for people from 
Mid Wales and Shropshire. 

The appeal is to build four new open 
carriages which will double its capacity 
to accommodate wheelchair users. 

It was launched at the railway society’s 
annual meeting where a special 
collection raised more than £1,100 to 
kick start the fund. The society hopes to 


have the first carriage in service in 2018 
with the rest following at a rate of one per 
year. 

Railway chairman David Ventry 
said: “Making the new open carriages 
accessible for all will allow passengers 
to enjoy the extra sensory experience 
of travelling by train. The Talylln Railway 
is a narrow gauge railway opened for 
goods traffic in 1865 and shortly after 
for passenger services. Trains have 
operated every year since between 
Tywyn on the west coast of Wales and 
Nant Gwernol just over seven miles 
inland.” 

In 1951, operation of the line was taken 
over by Talyllyn Railway Preservation 


Society and it became the world’s first 
preserved railway. 

Mr Ventry added: “Operation of the line 
is primarily by volunteers from all walks 
of life, with a small paid staff. It is now a 
major tourist attraction in the Mid Wales 
area, contributing significantly to the 
area’s economy. 

“Our open carriages have now been 
in service for over half a century and are 
very much enjoyed by our passengers 
in all weathers. They have served us well 
but are becoming increasingly difficult 
and time consuming to maintain.”

Kia's Stonic punches above its weight 
and fills its little SUV role with style 


By Ian Donaldson _ 

Nobody needs a watch the size of a coffee cup’s saucer 
or a handbag you’d have trouble checking in as Ryanair 
cabin baggage, but lots of people want both of them - 
although probably not the same people. 

And nobody really needs a smallish car that looks as 
though it could wade streams and shrug off life in the depth 
of a forest, even if it would drown with the first challenge and 
pine for its mummy on the other. 

No, people want a small SUV because they think it looks 
good. Not for them the dull practicality of a mere hatchback; 
not when they want to be seen as adventurous types who 
stand out from the crowd. 

And just at the moment the world can’t make enough small 
SUVs. Sales in Europe alone are expected to double to more 
than two million annually in the four years leading to 2020. 
And these are cars with buyers driven by desire, not bargain 
hunters desperate for a discount. 

It means they’ll happily pay a premium for the car of their 
dreams. And that makes the car manufacturers anxious to 
provide them with something to buy... 

Enter the Kia Stonic, the South Korean car maker’s first 
entry to the small SUV segment and a new baby sibling to the 
firm’s biggest seller by far in the UK, the Sportage. The name 
is a mix of ‘speedy’ and ‘tonic’, if you were wondering. 

Based on the new Rio small hatchback and built alongside 
it in Korea, the Stonic is offered in a smaller number of 
versions and aimed at buyers with a bit more to spend - 
there’s a premium of around £2,000 if you choose Stonic 
over Rio.

For the extra cash you’ll have a car that is a bit longer and 
wider than the Rio (now 4,140mm and 1,760mm respectively) 
but, crucially, 70mm taller and with a bit more ground 
clearance thrown in too. It means a car that fills its little-SUV 
role with style, even if there is no 4x4 version because hardly 
anyone would buy it. 

Instead, there’s a car that gives a buyer the chance to 
personalise their purchase with two-tone paint, picking out 
roof, door mirror casings and spoiler in contrasting colours, 
and choice of a pair of trim levels. 

You will also find a dashboard that borrows heavily from the 
Rio, so it’s crisply finished, logically set out and very easy to 
read but a bit dull and black. The top version is lightened a 
little by splashes of add-on colour, but the interior remains 
more practical (and reasonably roomy front and rear and in 
the boot) than inspiring. 

Kicking off the Stonic range is the £16,295 car in ‘2’ grade 
with a 1.4 litre 98bhp petrol engine. It will reach 107mph, hit 
62mph in 12.2 seconds and travel 51.4 miles on a gallon 
in the official test, while putting out 125g/km of C02 in the 
process. It is expected to be a modest seller, despite a kit 
count that includes 17ins alloy wheels, air conditioning, 
all-round electric windows, Bluetooth with voice recognition, 
rear parking sensors and a six-speaker sound system with 
steering wheel mounted controls. 

The First Edition Stonics, from £19,695, add two-tone paint 
with a contrasting roof, smart key entry, auto air con, heated 
front seats and steering wheel and splashes of chrome on 
window trim and door handles. 

Next engine up is a three-cylinder turbocharged petrol unit 
with 118bhp and a 115mph top speed and 9.9 seconds to 
62mph time, backed up with 56.5mpg and 115g/km in the 
official tests. It costs £16,995 and the £700 premium over the 
entry-level car makes it look the bargain of the bunch. 

Out on a varied test route it delighted with sharp steering 
and a well controlled ride once out of town, where it turns a 
bit too firm, to produce a car that made you want to keep on 
driving, enjoying a snick-snick gear change along the way. A 
dash readout of 45.2mpg cemented the impression of a car 
that punches above its weight. 

For another £800 you can move to a 1.6 litre 108bhp diesel, 
offering 112mph/10.9 seconds and 67.3mpg and 109g/km. 
Driving the same test route saw 53.9mpg at journey’s end - 
an expected economy boost from the diesel power unit but in 
a car that felt heavier and much less inclined to enjoy itself. 

In either car you can tell the Stonic (designed mostly in 
Europe) was also honed on roads in the same part of the 
world and for drivers who value driving enjoyment a bit more 
highly than soggy-springed comfort. 

And quite right too.
